Experts predict Illinois 
prices may be among the 
most expensive in nation

When Jim Champion goes to a medical mari- 
juana dispensary in Illinois for the first time, 
his wife, Sandy plans to take a picture to mark 
the victory after years of fighting for an alter- 
native treatment for his multiple sclerosis. 

“It’ll be like going to the candy store for his 
birthday” she said. 

Champion, a veteran from Somonauk in 
north central Illinois who said he already 
takes marijuana to ease his symptoms, prob- 
ably should plan on bringing plenty of cash. 

Most health insurance doesn’t cover medi- 
cal marijuana, and major credit card compa- 
nies generally won’t process payments for it, 
industry consultants say so many of the dis- 
pensaries that soon will be opening in Illinois 
will be cash only 

And the cost itself could be significant. In- 
dustry experts say the price, which will not be 
regulated by the state, could rival or even ex- 
ceed what illegal users pay for marijuana, which 
law enforcement sources said can top $400 an 
ounce. Illinois patients wiU be allowed to buy 
up to 2.5 ounces every two weeks. 

As Illinois begins accepting the first pa- 
tient applications Tuesday industry officials 
expect the state to be one of the most expen- 
sive places in the country to buy medical mar- 
ijuana. Because Illinois has one of the most 
restrictive laws around, with high fees, taxes 
and investment costs, program advocates say 
the drug won’t come cheap. And with only 
60 dispensaries allowed statewide, there will 
be limited free-market pressure to keep the 
prices down. 

The DuPage County Metropolitan En- 
forcement Group, which makes undercover 
purchases during criminal investigations, said 
street prices generally run $300 to $400 an 
ounce for high-grade illegal pot. An Inter- 
national Business Times analysis of prices 
in Colorado and Washington, the two states 
where recreational pot is legal, found that 
prices for the medicinal variety were higher 
than for street pot, but not as high as the legal 
recreational stuff, due mainly to taxes. 

In Illinois, much of the upward pressure on 
pricing could come from businesses passing 
on their startup costs. For example, the state 
is charging a $25,000 application fee and a 
$200,000 permit fee for grow centers, while 
those who wish to open a dispensary must pay 
a $5,000 application fee and have $400,000

in liquid assets. 

Businesses also face expensive requirements 
for inventory tracking and security including 
lab testing and around-the-clock streaming 
video that must be stored for six months. By 
law, there will only be a maximum of 21 grow 
centers, fewer than in many other states, which 
could limit supply and competition. 

“It’s going to be a seller’s market,” said 
Chris Lindsey legislative analyst for the Mari- 
juana Policy Project, which pushes to legalize 
marijuana. “The costs to cultivate and run a 
dispensary are very high, and all these things 
are going to drive up prices.” 

The state will also tack on a 7 percent 
wholesale tax, and a i percent retail tax, plus 
potential local taxes. All this likely will drive 
prices well above the black market. 

Some prospective business owners have said 
they expect to lose money initially possibly for 
the length of the four-year pilot program, to 
position themselves in an expanding industry 

Business owners in states with medical 
marijuana argue that their product, which 
can be smoked, vaporized or consumed in 
prepared food or oils, is vastly superior to syn- 
thetic or street drugs and well worth it. 

In Connecticut, where owners plan to 
open the first medical marijuana dispensaries 


in September, supply may be limited initially 
and an ounce may go for $500 or more, said 
Angela D’Amico, co-founder of the Compas- 
sionate Care Center of Connecticut. 

It may be pricey, she said, but added, “You 
don’t know what you’re buying on the street. 
Everything we sell is tested. You know the ex- 
act amount ofTHC.” 


And in Rhode Island, the market has given 
consumers choices from $200 to $400 an 
ounce, said Seth Bock, owner of Greenleaf 
Compassionate Care Center. 

“Price will depend on supply and demand 
ratios,” he said. “If those 21 growers {in Illi- 
nois] can produce unlimited quantities, then 
I would expect there to be price wars.”

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Riders complain of bike 
docking station troubles, 
expansion delays

One recent Tuesday morning, Jennifer Bur- 
gess left her Lakeview home and walked to 
the nearest Diwy station, at Racine and Di- 
versey avenues. 

Since it was lo a.m. and raining, Burgess 
figured not many people would be taking ad- 
vantage of Chicago’s bike-sharing program. 
She was irked to find the station nearest her 
home empty, despite the fact that it can house 
15 bicycles. 

Then it happened again. And again. 

“Just about every time I go to get a bike 
there, there’s hardly any bikes there,” Burgess, 
41, said about the Racine and Diversey dock. 
“It definitely fouls me up when I go to get a 
bike and there’s not one there.” 

Burgess, a Diwy member since spring, is 
not alone in her frustration. 

Call it the Diwy blues. With one year— and 
two summers— under its belt, Diwy has seen 
an explosion in membership growth and us- 
age— and to a lesser extent, criticism. Some 
cyclists recently have taken to social media 
to complain about racks with no bikes to rent 
and racks with no spaces to drop off bikes. 

Riders can buy unlimited daily or yearly pass- 
es, $7 and $75, respectively but have to dock 
bikes every 30 minutes to avoid added charges. 

Meanwhile, people would like to see more 
stations around the city Officials announced 
last month that Diwy plans to add 175 sta- 
tions and 1,750 bikes in the spring— a year 
later than originally planned, upsetting some 
Chicagoans who thought bike share was com- 
ing sooner to their neighborhood. 

Diwy blamed the delay on Montreal-based 
Public Bike System, which filed for bankrupt- 
cy protection in January The company sup- 
plies equipment and technology to Divvy’s 
operator, Oregon-based Alta Bicycle Share. 

This was not the first delay for Diwy which 
was supposed to launch in summer 2012 but 
pushed the date back because of equipment 
manufacturing and testing. The program, 
which is paid for with a mix of federal and lo- 
cal tax dollars, began in June 2013. Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield of Illinois became a $12.5 mil- 
lion, five-year sponsor in the spring.

When it does expand next year, Diwy will 
have 475 stations, making it the largest North 
American bike-share program in terms of the 
number of stations, the city said. Diwy will 
operate in 31 of 50 wards, from Touhy Avenue 
on the north, 75th Street on the south and as 
far west as Pulaski Road. Currently, there are 
300 stations. 

It will not go to the suburbs, though, at 
least for now In April, Gov Quinn denied a 
$3 million grant to expand Diwy to Oak Park 
and Evanston. 

Divvy’s geographic limits have irked some 
riders. Matthew Krecun, 42, said he has taken 
Diwy a few times downtown but doesn’t have 
a membership because there are no docks 
near his Northwest Side home. 

“Seeing the announcement bummed me 
out,” Krecun said. “I definitely want to take 
advantage of the bike share more often.” 

Jessica Hammer, director of marketing for 
the Andersonville Chamber of Commerce, 
said she regularly hears from residents and 
businesses owners who want stations in that 
North Side community 

There is one near AndersonviUe’s south- 
ern border— at Clark Street and Winnemac 
Avenue, which has 15 docks. Under the ex- 
pansion, there would be Diwy stops at Clark 
Street and Berwyn Avenue, and Clark and 
Bryn Mawr Avenue, two of the most request- 
ed stops. Hammer said. 

“I think people are definitely looking for- 
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ward to the time we can have more racks,” 
Hammer said. “Sometimes it’s difficult to 
get a [Diwy] parking spot at Clark and 
Winnemac.” 

The lack of parking spots in the bike 
docking stations have been a sore spot for 
some riders. For its part, Diwy displays on 
its website— in real time— the number of 
available docks and bikes at each station, 
a total that can change at any minute. If a 
rider gets to the station and sees that it’s 
full or empty he or she can use the station 
touch screen to find availability at the near- 
est stations. 

To maintain the delicate balance of bikes 
and docks, Diwy employs a few tools. Ear- 
lier this year, the program expanded its 
valet service at downtown hotspots such 
as Union and Ogilvie train stations during 
rush hour and lakefront spots such as Navy 
Pier on weekends. The valet— a Diwy em- 


ployee-stands at a station and removes 
bikes so the docks don’t become too full. 

Also, Diwy dispatches vans to “rebal- 
ance” docks by adding or subtracting bikes 
based on availability 

“We’ve been adding more rebalanc- 
ing vans to our morning and evening rush 
hours throughout the summer, and it’s 
something we’re monitoring very closely,” 
Diwy spokesman Elliot Greenberger told 
RedEye. In July i.8 percent of calls to cus- 
tomer service were about bike supply, up 
from 0.8 percent in May, Greenberger said. 
June call data was not available. 

Jerome Stontz, 28, said he’s been using 
Diwy occasionally since last summer to 
visit the lakefront and run errands. Recent- 
ly he’s noticed problems with racks that 
won’t accept bikes or lock properly Users 
have to secure the bikes by pushing them 
into the dock and awaiting a green light. 
Sometimes the bikes require a forceful 
push or they can be stolen easily 

Stontz said he’s also had difficulties with 
rental touch screens at some stations that 
sometimes have required Stontz to “pound 
on those things to get any reaction.” Riders 
without Diwy memberships use the touch 
screens to enter their payment information 
to get codes to unlock the bikes. 

The problems have been “recurring 
more and more. It’s gotten to the point I 
even just thought about buying my own 
bike,” said Stontz, of North Center. 

Stontz said as long as the issues don’t 
persist, he probably will become a mem- 
ber next year. Diwy counts more than 
23,300 members, up from 6,769 members 
in August 2013. 

A survey in late January found 97 percent 
of the more than 2,600 Diwy members 
who responded were “satisfied” or “very 
satisfied” with the program. About 70 per- 
cent of Diwy members have renewed their 
membership, Greenberger said. 

The rate is “above our expectations 
based on what we’ve seen in bike-share 
systems of similar size in other cities,” 
Greenberger said. To compare, the Boston 
Hubway Bicycle System, which began in 
2011 and boasts 140 stations, has a mem- 
bership retention rate of about 58 percent, 
a spokeswoman said. 

In Chicago, Josh Tsui did not renew his 
membership this year. 

Tsui said he did not re-up because of 
uncooperative weather and the competi- 
tion between bikes and cars for space on 
Chicago roads, although he experienced a 
few Diwy glitches including lack of bikes 
at some stations. 

“That was mostly my own fault for not 
checking the {availability} app beforehand. 
It seems like it has gotten better,” said Tsui, 
of River North.

Divvy data 
determines 
station needs

To determine which Diwy stations 
need more bikes and which ones need 
more parking spots, officials with Chi- 
cago’s bike-sharing program examine 
historical and real-time data. 

Diwy divides the day into specific 
time periods —morning, midday evening 
and late evening— and studies usage at 
each time of day Diwy spokesman Elliot 
Greenberger said. Then Diwy dispatch- 
es vans to stations to add or remove bikes 
based on station traffic patterns. 

‘At this point, there are some fairly 
predictable patterns for weekdays and 
weekends that we’ve organized our op- 
erations around, and we make adjust- 
ments to those on a regular basis as our 
ridership grows and changes,” Green- 
berger told RedEye. 

If Diwy identifies a station that con- 
sistently has too many or too few bikes, 
officials look at how long the station has 
been full or empty Then Diwy analyzes 
the gap between trips that start at that 
station and trips that end at that station 
during a given time of day 

This scenario occurs at night in the 
Loop as commuters head to their trains 
from work. 

Loop stations in the evening have sig- 
nificantly more starting trips than end- 
ing trips, and commuter rail stations 
around Union and Ogilvie stations have 
significantly more ending trips than 
starting trips, Greenberger said. 

Diwy identifies clusters of those sta- 
tions and create routes that combine 
predominantly “start” stations with 
predominantly “end” stations in which 
a van picks up a load of bikes from one 
or more “end” stations — and drops 
them off at one or more “start” stations, 
Greenberger said. 

The data also informs Diwy at which 
stations to place a valet to make sure rid- 
ers have spots to dock at stations popular 
for drop-offs. Diwy implemented valet 
service this year at downtown hotspots 
during rush hour and lakefront spots 
during the weekends. Valets— Diwy 
staffers— stand at stations and remove 
bikes to make sure docks don’t get full. 

If Diwy knows an event is coming up 
that will likely affect bike flow, such as 
Lollapalooza, the program will dispatch 
the vans and implement valet service to 
ensure there are enough bikes and park- 
ing spaces, Greenberger said.

Larger video boards 
slated for Soldier Field

The Bears’ big plays on the field are going to 

get bigger. 

The team and the Chicago Park District 
are looking to swap out the video boards at 
the north and south endzones of Soldier Field 
for newer, brighter, clearer and bigger ones. 

But fans will have to wait until the 2015 sea- 
son to see the action on the two high-defini- 
tion video screens. 

“The collective goal is to create the best 
entertainment experience for all fans who at- 
tend Bears games and other events at Soldier 
Field throughout the year,” Bears spokesman 
Scott Hagel said in a statement issued by Sol- 
dier Field. 

The new video boards will be funded 
jointly by the team and the park district, 
which owns Soldier Field. Officials say they 
are awaiting bids to determine the pricetag 
for the project. 

The park district document seeking bids 


for the new screens lists “overall display 
dimensions” for the new video screens as 
40 feet by 129 feet, a size confirmed by Luca 
Serra, Soldier Field spokesman. 

The existing video boards, which have been 
in use since the 2003 Soldier Field renovation, 
measure 23 feet high and 82 feet wide. 

“The old boards are 12 seasons old and have 
become obsolete,” park district spokeswom- 
an Kiera Ellis told RedEye. “Replacing faulty 
panels and equipment is very expensive and, 
in some cases, the manufacturers have phased 
out production of replacement parts.” 

The larger video screens won’t affect the 
seating bowl, Serra said. 

Chicago will join the team of other NFL 
stadiums making video upgrades, including 
EverBank Field, home of the Jacksonville 
Jaguars, which holds the title of having the 
biggest video screens in the NFL measuring 
62 feet tall by 362 feet long.

NATO to create ‘spearhead’ 
force for crisis response 


NATO leaders will respond to the Ukraine 
crisis by agreeing this week to create a 
“spearhead” rapid reaction force, potentially 
including several thousand troops, that could 
be sent to a hotspot in as little as two days, 
officials said Monday 

The 28-nation alliance already has a rapid 
reaction force but President Obama and 
other leaders meeting for a NATO summit 
in Wales on Thursday and Friday are expected 
to create a new force that would be able to 
respond more quickly to a crisis. 

The speed with which Russian forces 
infiltrated Ukraine’s Crimea region in Alarch 
has focused minds at NATO on speeding up 
its ability to respond if a similar crisis ever 
occurred on NATO territory

The Sky needed to defy the past if they were 
to reach the WNBA finals. 

In their eight years as a franchise, the 
Sky have beaten the Fever just nine times in

And the Sky needed two straight wins, begin- 
ning with Game 2 of the best-of-three Eastern 
Conference finals Monday at Allstate Arena.
